He went on to say that 
under criminal law no child un­ 
der seven years of age is crimi­ 
nally responsible for his acts. 
Those in the age group to 17 
years, he said, are taken to the 
children’s court where matters 
are brought before the judge in 
private. 
In order to protect a juvenile 
aged 16 to 19 from being con­ 
victed of a crime, he pointed out 
the existence of the Youthful Of­ 
fenders Statute which allows the 
indictment to be sealed If the 
juvenile is found guilty. 
In a brief outline of the work 
of the probation officer who in 
this county, he said, had been 
doing fin amazing amount of 
work, he noted that 882,000 had 
been collected last year from 
husbands who failed to support 
their children. 
St. John related several case 
histories and told how the re­ 
habilitation of these children is 
being brought about.
